It  will  bo  noted  from  the  above  table  that  the  district  had  a 
lower  incidence  than  most  areas  as  far  as  many  of  the  major 
infectious  diseases  were  concerned,  moadcs  and  pneumonia  being  the 
two  conditions  #iich  wore  seriously  above  the  average. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

During  1947,  228  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria  for  the 
first  time,  105  of  these  were  children  under  school  age  and  125  v;or6 
school  children.  In  addition,  504  children  vho  had  boon  imm.unised 
four  years  previously  received  "  l  fresher  doses. 

The  following  tables  show  the  number  and  percentages  of  children 
immunised  in  the  various  age  groups,  and  the  effect  of  immunisation 
on  the  incidence  of  diphtheria.

The  fact  that  in  a  population  of  over  16,000,  v/hich  includos 
almost  4,000  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  there  has  not  been  a  single 
case  of  diphtheria  during  the  po. st  ^^-oar  is  a  matter  for  some 
congratulation.  Undoubtedly  the  main  reason  for  this  achievement  is 
the  high  proportion  of  children  iriimunised. 

We  cannot  afford  to  bo  complacent,  however,  and  until  more 
than  50^  of  all  children  have  been  immunised,  and  more  particularly 
until  at  least  one  third  of  the  children  under  five,  (v/ho  face  the 
greatest  risk  from  the  disease)  hive  boon  protected,  wo  still  face  the 
possibility  of  an  outbreak  of  dlphUieria ,

Ik  grant  of  extra  nourishment  is  nr. de  to‘  sufferers  from 
tuberculosis  t  o  assist  them  to  acquire  a- -greater  physical  resistance 
to  the  disease.  This  is  at  present  fixed  by  the  Ministry  of  Food 
at  two  pints  of  milk  per  day  and  three  eggs  per  week. 

Under  the  Ministry  of  Health  scheme  outlined  in  Memo,  266/T 
financial  assistance  is  given  to  patients  who  have  had  to  give  up 
remunerative '  employment  to  undertake  treatment,  provided  that  there 
is  a  reasonable  chance  of  them  recovering,  working  capacity.  In 
addition  Discretionary  Allowances  and  Special  Payments  are  available 
Incases  where  the  family  income  is  considered  to  be  inadequate.

There  are  few  subjects  so  distasteful  to  the'  public  as* a' ' 
general  lecture  on  Public  Health.  The  men  uneasily  expect  an 
exhortation  to  cut  dovm  on  beer,  tobacco,  late  hours,  and  other 
enjoyments.  The  women  expect  a  scolding  for  their  high  hoels, 
lack  of  clothing  and  excessive  attendances "a t  the  cinema.  It  seems 
a  pity,  therefore,  to  ho^ve  to  insist  tha.t  good  health  depends  to 
d  liar ge,‘ extent  on-  simple  e  ssentials  such  as-  fresh  air-,  food,  clothing, 
housing,  exercise  and  rest  in  satisfactory  proportions.  And  it  is 
obvious  that  few  of  the  population  enjoy  all  those  essentials  in 
their  correct  amounts.  •  - 

With  put  working  thro-ugh  the'  list  in  detail,  Y/e  might  consider  ; 

clothing  in  this  report.  I  examined  a  large  number  of  children  in  ^ 

the  schools  during  the  bad  weather.  Ten  per  cent  of  them  had  leaking 
boots  and  shoes,  or  had ' insufficient  clothing  to  keep  them  reasonably 
warm.  'The  number  varied  according  to  the  district.  Some  schools 
v/ere  very  much  worse  than  others.  Sometimes  the  children  had  ,  a  better 
pair  of  shoes  that  w.re  kept  for  Sunday’ wear.  Sometimes  their  shoos 
were  quite  sound,  but  were  far  too  s-raall  for  their  feet.  Children's 
feet  groTJ  surprisingly  fast  at  times.  On  v/et  days  large  numbers 
arrived  with  Y/et  heads,  \liich  was,  of  course,  more  serious  for  the 
girls  as  their  hair  dried  more  slov/ly.  Overcoats  and  underclothing 
were  sketchy  in  amount  and  quality.  It  surprised  me  hov/  little 
clothing  was  worn  by  some  of  the  younger  girls. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  say  the.  t  a  groat  deal  of  ill  health 
and  particularly  illnes.ses  such  as  the  common, cold,  bronchitis,' 
pneumonia  and  rheumatism,  are  partly  due,  to  exposure  becaijse  of 
inadequate  clothing  and  shoes,  Fortunately  cases  of  defective  clothing 
in  the  schools  can  now  bo  dealt  with  under  the  Education  Act-  of  1944. 

The  smaller  number  v/hose  family  circumstances  are  poor,  can 
bo  supplied,  v/ith  do  thing. and-  footv>rear  free.  The  much  larger  number 
vliose  inadequate  clothing  is  duo  to  neglect,  or  rough  v/ear,  or  ■ 
similar  causes,  can  be  follpv/ed  up  and •  remedied  by  teachers, 
head  teachers,  inquiry  officers,  school  nurses  and  school  medical

The  school  dinner  and  milk  scheme  in  this  aroa  has  done  a  groat 
deal  to  improvo  the  nutrition  of  the  children.  I  am  not  suggesting 
that  tho  five  dinnors  a  ¥/oek  and  the  two  pints  of  milk  supplied  to 
57  per  cent  of  the  children  in  tho  schools  is  all  that  is -necessary 
to  keep  them  alive  and  Y/ell-nourishod .  They  arc  fod,  in  addition, 
at  home.  But  school  dinners  tiav  o  helped  considorably  in  improving 
nutritional  standards.  It  is  to  ho  hoped  that  the  standard  of 
footwear  and  clothing  will  shoY/  a  similar  improvement  through  tho 
provisions  of  the  Educa ti  on  A c t ,
